Judge John C, Knox refused today 
to restrain Postmaster-General Far- 
ley by injunction from canceling

The Judge denied an application 
for an injunction. made by Trans- 
continental and Western Air, Inc. 
The action was aimed at John J. 
Kiely, New York Postmaster, as 
well as at the Postmaster-General. 
Judge Knox ruled that the suit 
was, in fact, a suit against the 
United States, which cannot be sued 
without its consent. 
He: held himself to be eithott | 
jurisdiction and dismissed the ap- 
plication for injunction.

Brewery President Who 
Ended Life After Weeks 
of Painful Illness. 


The funeral of August A. Busch, 
president of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., 
at his Grant’s Farm home this 
morning, and his burial shortly 
after noon in Sunset Burial Park, 
drew a large gathering. At the 
house, three of the largest and cen- 
tral rooms were filled, while hun- 
dreds stood outside. At the grave, 
many more assembled. 


, Exercises lasting less than a half 
hour, at the home, marked the fare- 
well of his family and of the city 
to the man who, in the second gen- 
eration, had continued ‘the tradi- 
tions of the industry built up by his 
father, Adolphus Busch, and had 
carried that industry through the 
greater proviems of the prohibition 
period. This phase of August 
Busch’s career was described in the 
memorial address delivered by Dan- 
iel N. Kirby, legal counsel and per- 
sonal friend of the brewer. 


Rooms Filled With Flowers. 
The reception hall, living room 
and dining room of the stone man- 
sion were used for the funeral cere- 
mony. Flowers were banked high 
in the three rooms and along the 
central stairway. Many of the flor- 
al designs bore the insignia of vari- 
ous.groups and unions of the Busch 


In.the living room, the great fire- 
place was hidden by greenery, with 
a few clusters of red roses. At right 
angles to the fireplace was the 
bronze casket, blanketed with lilies 
of the valley. The flowers rose so 
high as to conceal some of the art 
works im the rooms. Clusters of 
orchids rose along the walls. 
White marble busts of Adolphus 
Busch and his wife, Lily Anheuser 
Busch, and paintings of Mr. and 
Mrs. August A. Busch, were near 
the casket. The portrait of Mr. 
Busch showed hjm as many friends 
will remember him, clear-eyed, rud- 
dy and cheery. 

Line Passing the Casket. 
The line of persons passing the 
casket, which was viewed by hun- 
dreds yesterday and last night, con- 
tinued today until a short time be- 
fore the service. Then the doors 
were closed. Those who viewed the 
body were able to note the effects 
of Mr. Busch’s painful illness, 
which caused him to end his life py 
a revolver shot, in his bedroom 
Tuesday morning.

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May Demand League Inves- 
tigation — Paper Says 
Arms Were Sent Across 
the Frontier. |

ROME, Feb. 16.—The possibility 
that Italy might demand that the 
League of Nations investigate 
whether Czecho-Slovakia had any 
connection with the Socialist rebel- 
lion in’ Austrig was seen in some 
circles here today. 


However, it was said, such, an 
investigation would be asked dnly 
if Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss 
carries out his announced feter- 
mination’ to place the Austrian 
question before the League. 

A spokesman for the Italian For 
eign Office said it was too early, 
to predict what the Government 
would do, but that if Dollfuss does 
appeal to the League Italy would 
give him her wholehearted support 
—even though Italy does not think 
that taking the matter to Geneva 
is the best procedure. 

Alleges Arms Smuggling. 

The spokesman admitted that a 
sharp attack in the Italian press on 
Czecho-Slovakia yesterday repre 
sented the Government’s point of 
view. 

(Almost unanimously, the Italian 
press condemned Czecho-Slovakia’s 
attitude toward Austria and charged 
that arms and ammunion from that 
country had enabled the Socialists 
to revolt.) 

_According to newspapers here, 
Czecho-Slovakia was preparing to 
intervene in behalf of the Austrian 
Social Democrats (Socialists), but 
Chancellor Dollfuss’ determined re- 
pression forestalled the moye. 

Papers Continue -Attacks. 

Meanwhile, newspapers continued 
their assaults on Czecho-Slovakia 
today. 

Il Piccolo said: “The Czecho- 
Slovakian republic will have dif- 
ficulty in preventing world public 
opinion from calling her to book 
for certain precise facts, 

“Members of the Government of 
Praha cannot be called to answer 
for the shots by Soclalists at Vien- 
na on the public forces, but it is 
certainly permitted to demand how 
on earth her customs agents did’ 
not know that last week two car- 
loads of arms and ammunition di- 
rected to the Socialists of Filorids- 
dorf (in suburban Vienna) crossed 
the frontier. 

“They contained 500,000 cartridges, 
several thousand rifles, several hun- 
dred machine guns and innumer- 
able hand grenades, al] bearing the 
mark of Czecho-Slovakian fac- 
tories.”

No Mercy for Women and Children 
In Austrian Fighting, Writer Finds 
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Lady Drummond-Hay Tells of Howitzer 


- Shells Bursting in 
Among Cowering

VIENNA, Feb, 16—I had a 
glimpse yesterday and the day be- 
fore—a peep through a pin hole—of 
what future wars will do to women 
and children. , 

What I saw here in Vienna has 
convinced me that the progressive 
military mind will make little or 
no distinction in future’ wars” be- 
tween women and children and 

hting soldiers; that the military 
will know no mercy or compassion 
for the weak or innocent; that it 


will recognize no chivalry toward this 


the other sex. 

Future war will acknowledge ev-. 
ery grim principle of the axiom 
that “necessity ws no law,” hu- 
man or divine. 

In the Battle of Shanghai two 
years ago—Chinese peasant men 
and women—were shot down while 
working in their fields. Shells and 
bombs dropped in the heart of the 
city where noncombatants lived. 

I was told it was the military: 
ruthlessness of another race which 
knew not Western standards of 
civilization. 

Now I have again seen something 
of those Western standards, as I 
saw them before in the Syrian revo-" 
lution and the Riff war in Northern 
Morocco. 

Besieged Women and Children. 

But the fact that shocked me 
was what Austrians did to Aus 
trians—a people Known over the 
world for their culture and gentle- 
ness. 

Wednesday night I saw a battery 
of Howitzers on the right bank of 
the Danube firing its shells into the 
Goethehof, a massive, many-storied 
block of workingmen’s homes, on 
the opposite bank. In the concrete 
basement, the splendid equipment, 
kitchens and washroom of which I 
had admired on a visit. some time 
ago, women and children cowered 
and shivered with terror as shells 
burst in upper stories. 

Other blocks of flats, such as 
workers in few cities of the world 
can boast, had gaping holes. 

My car crossed the Reichsbridge 


a 


to the other bank and I was imme 
diately surrounded by Federal so 
diers in steel helmts, who sprang 
out of the darkness crying “lights 
out.” ” , 
They were fine-looking young 
men, of courteous manners. Many 
of them had gentle voices. 


A Visit to Hospitals. 

I saw some women and ¢hildren 
in one of the big hospitals yester- 
day. It was most difficult to get in 
for the reason that the Government 
had ordered no one to be permitted 
to talk to the wounded women. 
There were 17 wounded Women in 

particular hospftal. “One had 
a shattered leg. Another was shot 
through the foot. All were serious 
cases. 5: : 

I talked with a 4year-old boy ly- 
ing on a white cot. He was just 
one of the many innocent victims of 
this civil War. He told me with 
trembling lips: “I don’t hurt any 
more.’ My father is a policeman.”. 

The boy’s mother explained with 
sobs: “My son was shot in his lit- 
tle back. The bullet came out of 
his abdomen.- He has been suffer- 
ing’ dreadfully. Soldiers shot him as 
the little fellow and I wére run- 
ning home.” 

In this hospital were 117 wound- 
ed, of which 10 per cent were 
women. Of 39 policemen admitted 
with wounds, 27 died. 

Lest the civil war start all over 
again in the hospital, wounded po 
lice and working men have been 
placéd in separate wards. I passed 
through the wards, but was not 
permitted to speak to any women. 

The Government seems nervous 
over the criticism that troops and 
police were firing on children and 
women. 

From the hospital I went to one 
of three large morgues. They 
wouldn’t let me in. I was told there 
were 66 dead inside, of which nine 
were women and two children. The 
stream of people entering, trying to 
identify relatives was continuous. 

One pair told me they were 
searching for their aged mother, 
who had not been seen since a shell 
burst in their flat.

Of 
these, 41 will be observation, 23 
pursuit, one a B-2 bomber with a 
mail carrying «aypacity of 2009 
pounds and one a cargo with a mail 
carrying capacity of 1400 pounds. 

In the Central zone, east of Chey- 
enne, Wyo., to New Oriéans, 42 
planes will be used. & 

Thirty-nine will be used in the 
Western zone, from Cheyenne ‘9 
San Francisco.

Address by Kirby. 


Kirby then made the address of 
eulogy. 

“It is not given te anyone,” he 
said, “accurately or adequately to 
judge his fellow-man. Yet the inti- 
mate personal and business con- 
tacts in family and friendly rela- 
tions, give us some glimpse into a 
man’s soul, some knowledge of the 
burdens he bore, of the problems 
he faced and solved and some con- 
ception of what manner of man he 
was who so won our love, admira- 
tion and respect. 

“Few men have been called up- 
on to bear more difficult responsi- 
bilities, than was August A. Busch. 

“Upon the death, in 1913, of his 

distinguished and aggressive father, 
there was thr t upon August 
Busch the burden of taking his 
father’s place in the management 
of great businesses here and of 
many properties seattered through- 
out the United: States. Up to that 
time, the course of business had 
been one of continued and amazing 
growth under the dictatorship of 
Adolphus Busch as chief proprietor, 
but under general conditions in 
which industrial growth was the 
order of the day. 
“Even under favoring conditions, 
the task of trying to be official 
successor to Adolphus Busch would 
have discouraged most men at the 
beginning. Not so with August 
Busch. His pride in his father’s 
character and accomplishments and 
his firm belief in the business tradi- 
tions which his father had estab- 
lished, challenged his imagination 
and inspired in him a desire to fol- 
low as best he could, the same pol- 
icies and methods. 

“From the beginning, he faced 
handicaps to which his father had 
not been subject. 


Leader, Not Dictator. 


“Owning but a minority interest, 
August Busch had the greater re- 
sponsibility of acting as trustee for 
many families whose welfare de- 
pended on the success of his leader- 
ship. His task was primarily that 
of a leader, not of a dictator. 

“Within a year after he _ took 

charge, the inevitable consequences 
of the World War began to be felt. 
In due course it imposed war pro- 
hibition, then national prohibition 
intended to be permanent, and 
caused substantial confiscation of 
the most profitable part of the 
family’s businesses. 
“No one could then foresee how 
many and how difficult would be 
the problems to arise during the 
long period of uncertainty that fol- 
lowed. Many experienced and sa- 
gacious men gave up in hopeless 
despair, junked their equipment, 
sacrificed their plants, and aban- 
doned their businesses. But Au- 
gust Busch, believing that while 
national prohibition was inevitable, 
the American people would ulti- 
mately condemn it as an unwise 
experiment, planned for the long 
future, refused to surrender with- 
out a struggle for existence, cour- 
ageously entered upon new and al- 
lied businesses which kept the 
plant and organization somewhat 
occupied, and so saved that great 
enterprise until the day in 1933, 
when its chief product again be- 
came legalized. 

“To his courage, firmness and 
compétent leadership, not only 
those directly interested as propri- 
etors, managers and employes, but 
all of South St. Louis, will always 
be indebted for saving its greatest 
industry through a period through 
which financial distress has been 
unequaled in history. 


Obedience to Law. 

“Most significant of all, as re- 
vealing the character of the man 
“through the long years of fight- 
ing to ward off destruction he 
stood firmly for obedience to the 


llaw even though that law; in: the 


harshness of its provisions and the 
inadequacy of its enforcement, 
made it almost impossible for him 
to survive. 

“Fis constant and firm principle 
was: ‘Obey the law, and if it be 
found unjust, change it.’ 

“So he extended his active lead- 
ership beyond the sphere of his 


the: 


immediate business cares into 
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realm of public opinion, and under 
his direction there was gathered a 
mass of historical, scientific and 
statistical information, made pub- 
lic from time to time, which had 
great influence in finally persuad- 
ing public opinion that national 
prohibition had been a tragic er- 
ror. 

“Such leadership evidenced a 
noble and stalwart* citizenship and 
calls for genuine recognition. 

“But he fell victim to his task. 
When the struggle was over and 
the great stress became somewhat 
lifted, he found his health and 
strength gone beyond the hope of 
recovery. He had given all he had 
to win the rewards of a great suc- 
cess which he was not to fully en- 
joy. 

“A worthy son of a noble father, 
he was a great leader in saving the 
industry, as his father had been 
in creating it. 

“But his distinguishing charac- 
teristics as a man were not those 
to attract the limelight of popular 
interest; on the contrary, he 
shrank from publicity, and used it 
only to further the business in his 
charge. 


Tolerant of Others. 


“His was a simplicity and a 
sweetness of nature which ripened 
with age and experience. His meth- 
ods were open and direct, free from 
guile. He never did-a mean 
thing. He was very human. Con- 
scious of his own shortcomings, he 
was tolerant of the weaknesses of 
others, 

“Most pronounced was his’ in- 
tense love of his family. -He loved 
nature, lived close to nature, and 
spent much time in the study of 
nature’s methods and moods, and of 
the beauty of her handiwork. 

“One need only enter these grounds 
to know that he loved children, and 
sought to give them a place where 
they could enjoy a little part of the 
dream life, surrounded by the 
fancies of Fairyland. He would 
show you these places made for 
the enjoyment of children, and you 
would see that he himself loved, ays 
much as did the children, these re- 
treats of the world of imaginatior, 
where he was happy to know that 
the little ones were safe. 

“The quality of his friendship 
was rare and true, his comradeship 
a delight. His friendly goodwill 
was so genuinely cordial and his 
quick sense of humor so free from 
any. thought of giving offense, that 
he won and welcomed the abiding 
affection of many hundreds of peo- 
ple in all walks of life. 

“His own friendship, once* given 
to others, was loyal, understanding 
and unselfish. 

“Today, as we bid farewell, no 
one of us can forget the love, the 
affection, the friendship, the cour- 
tesy in word or deed that each of us 
in varying ways has received, as the 
generous gift of his heart. 

“As we dwell upon the greatness 
of his simple and sweet nature, 
each one of us, whether family, 
friend or acquaintance, will reflect 
with gratitude that we were priv- 
ileged to know and to love August 
A. Busch.” 

Prayer by Minister. 

At the conclusion of the eulog¥, 
the Rev. Mr. Woolfall offered a 
prayer, im which he spoke of death 
as “a horizon, which means only 
the limit of our view,” and ex- 
pressed confidence that the life just 
ended would continue in new felds 
of usefulness. 

Then, to the strains of “Andante 
Cantabile,” the casket was borne 
into the hall by the American 
Legion guard. The 12 pallbearers, 
heads. of various departments of 
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the Busch business, walked beside 
the casket. 

At the grave, less than a mile 
from the house, a large gathering 
awaited the arrival of the proces- 
sion. Flowers, brought from the 
house or in some cases taken direct 
to the grave, lined the lane along 
which the family walked to the 
burial plot. 

This plot, on high ground, bears 
the family monument, a piece of 
rough stone surmounted by a wood- 
land group in bronze, called “For- 
est Devotion.” The place commands 
a view of Grant’s Farm, including 
the home. Before today, only a 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. Marie Church 
Busch, was buried there. 

Police Push Back Crowd. 

As the pallbearers with the casket 
reached the canopied grave, the 
crowd, which had been held behind 
ropes a huhdred feet from _ the 
burial site, broke through and were 
pushed back by police. 

Immediately following the casket 
were members of the family, rela- 
tives, family friends, business asso- 
ciates and city officials, including 
Mayor Dickmann. Mrs. Busch 
walked between her two sons. 

Only the minister spoke at the 
grave, making a brief prayer, and 
the ceremony lasted about 10 min- 
utes. After the service and as the 
family began to depart, the crowds 
again broke through the ropes and 
pushed toward the grave. Aided by 
St. Louis police, deputies formed a 
ring about the grave and finally 
pushed the crowd back. 

Many persons carried away flow- 
ers from the floral wreaths as 
keepsakes. 

Mr. Busch, who was 68 years old, 
is survived by his widow, two sons, 
Adolphus Busch ITZ and August A. 
Busch Jr., and three daughters, 
Mrs. C. Drummond Jones, Mrs. 
Percy Orthwein and Mrs. Louis Ha- 
ger Jr., and by five sisters and 
seven grandchildren.

The Public Safety Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen ‘began a 


| section-by-section consideration of 


three city liquor control bills at 


'|City Hall yesterday, with indica- 


tions that the bills will be altered 
considerably before the ,committee 
finishes. The deliberations will be 
resumed Monday afternoon at 2 
o’clock. 

The main questions under dis- 
cussion were the advisability of city 
regulation of places selling 3.2 per 
cent beer as hon-intoxicating and 


the extent of authority of the Ex- 
cise Commissioner. 

The latter question arose on con- 
sideration: of the first section of 
the so-called Dickmann administra- 
tion bill providing for full authority 
in an Excise Commissioner appoint- 
ed by the Director of Public Safety 
in conformity with the city charter 
The other two bills provide for a 
division of authority between the 
Commissioner and an Excise Board 
of three members. 

The majority of the Aldermanic 
Committee favored the board plan. 
Alderman Phelim O’Toole, chair- 
man, said he opposed “making a 
Czar of the Commissioner” and re- 
ferred to the “sad experience of the 
old days under a Commissioner.” 

Says Board Plan Is Illegal. 

Alderman Collins, who introduced 
the administration bill, asserted, 
however, that the board plan was 
illegal as it conflicted with the 
charter. Associate City Counselor 
Wayman, called for an opinion, ex- 
pressed the view that a board would 
be illegal, since the Commissioner’s 
decision would not be final under 
such a system as contemplated by 
the charter. 

“Well, why don’t we just fix the 
license fee and let the State con- 
trol the rest?” suggested Alderman 
Lange. Under the leadership of 
Collins, the committee continued 
with other sections, however, d:3- 
ciding tentatively, without a formal 
vote, that there wds no power to 
create 2n excise boerd. 

On suggestion of Collins, the 
committee approved an amendment 
to Section Two, providing for a 
$25,000 bond for the Excise Commis- 
sioner. A provisida was ae 
also that inspectors and ae AN RE ISP SETS 
under the commissiecner would have 
the power to make arrests for vio- 
lations. 

Provisions wer? tentatively ap- 
proved tor a $4000 annual salary 
for a deputy excise commissioner, 
for a $2400 salary for a chief in- 
spector, for $2000 selaries for each 
of four inspectors and for about 
$150 a month for each of two 
clerks. The bill fixes the commis- 
sioner’s salary at $6000. 

The 3.2 Beer Question. 

After approving Section Three, 
providing that neither the commis- 
sioner nor any subordinate shail 
have any sort of financial interest 
in an establishment selling liquor, 
the committee took up the question 
of regulation of the sale of 3.2 per 
cent beer. Under State law, places 
selling 3.2 per cent beer may re- 
main open all night and on Sun- 
days on the theory that the bever- 
age is not intoxicating. 

Alderman Golden said that, not- 
withstanding the classification of 
3.2 per cent beer as a non-intoxi- 
é¢ant, the city should be able to 
regulate the time of its sale-on the 
same theory that the city could 
compel stores and barber shops tv 
close at midnight end on Sundays.

AIR MAIL BID COLLUSION|="=. 


Former Postmaster-General Produces Memo- 


randums of Proceedings—Will Appear Be- 
fore Senate Committee Monday.

~ WASHINGTON, Feb. 16,—Walter 
F. Brown, former .Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, who replied last night °% 
charges of collusion in air mail 
bidding, will appear before the Sen- 
ate investigating committee next 
Monday and give his version of 
the letting of the contracts, Chair- 
man Black had said previously 
that Brown would be heard if he 
would waive immunity and Brown 
has agreed to do so. 

The text of Brown's: reply to 
, Postmaster - General Farley's 
charges follows: 

There ‘is absolutely no justifica- 
tion for the charge that any of the 
air mail contracts were awarded 
through collusion among contrac- 
tors or by any other illegal prac- 
tice. 

The facts about the meetings of 
air mail and air passenger operat- 
ors held at the Postoffice Depart- 
ment Mav 19 and June 4, 1930, are 
as follows: 

The air mail act of April 30, 1930, 
known as the McNary-Watres act, 
when it was introduced in the 
House contained a provision de- 
signed to assist air passenger car- 
riers who had no mail contracts, be- 
cause it was believed that the de- 
velopment of air passenger traffic 
was e.zential to the permanence of 
the transport industry. 


Language of the Law. 


The language to which reference 
is made was as follows: 

“Provided, that when in his 
‘opinion the public interest shall so 
require, he (the Postmaster-Gener- 
al) may award such contracts by 
negotiation and without advertis- 
ing for or considering bids. In 
awarding air mail contracts the 
Postmaster-General will give prop- 
er consideration to the equities of 


air mail and othe: aircraft oper- 
ators with respect to the routes 
which they have be operating 
and the territories which they have 


been serving.” 


Opposition to the awarding of 


contracts by negotiation developed 
in the committee on postoffices and 
post roads to which this legislation 
was referred, and the language 
above quoted was finally stricken 
from the bill, although the last 
clause directing the Postmaster- 
General to give proper considera- 
tion to the equities of air mail and 
other aircraft operators was given 
approval in the discussions of the 
bill in the committee and on the 
floor of the House. 
Text of Amended Law. 


In lieu of the language above 
quoted was inserted in the act: 

“Provided, that where the air mail 
moving between the designated 
points does not exceed 25 cubic feet, 
or 225 pounds, per trip, the Post- 
master-General may award to the 
lowest responsible bidder, who has 
owned and operated an air trans- 
portation service on a fixed daily 
schedule over a.distance of not less 
than 250 miles and for a period of 
not less than six months prior to 
the advertisement for bids, a con- 
tract at a rate not to exceed 40 
cents per mile for a weight space 
of 25 cubic feet, or 225 pounds. 
Whenever sufficient airmail is not 
available, first-class mail matter 
may be added to make up the max- 
imum load specified in such con- 
tract. 

When it was decided to strike 
from the bill the. authority to buy 
mail space in passenger planes by 
negotiation, believing that it would 
be impossible to develop commer- 
cial aviation througa the air pas- 
senger lings that had no air mail 
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Passenger Carriers’ Suggestion. 

The passenger carriers who had 
no air mail contracts, but who had 
been very active in urging the pass 
age of the bill, were greatly disap- 
pointed that the proviso ‘for their 
relief had been stricken from the 
bill. A representative of one of 
them told me that some of the pas 
senger carriers were complaining 
that I ‘had not made a vigorous 
fight for the clause in which they 
were interested and suggested the 
propriety of inviting the passenger 
carriers who had no air mail con- 
tracts and the air mafl contractors 
to meet together with me for the 
purpose of advising them with re- 
spect to the department’s effort to 
secure the passage of tpe bill in 
substantially its original form and, 
further, to see if under the law as 
it was enacted any relief could be 


afforded to the passenger carriers go 


who had no air mail contracts 
through the co-operation of the air 
mail contractors and the Postoffice 
Department. The suggestion was 
made that relief might be afforded 
in one or both of two ways. 
First—By giving additional day- 
light mail schedules to air mail con- 
tractors and permitting them to 
sublet the same to passenger op 
erators who had no air mail con- 
tracts and whose operations paral-

Second—By giving extensions un- 
der the provision of section 6 of 
the act to air mail operators and 
authorizing the subletting of the 
same to passenger carriers that had 
no air mail contracts. 

What Brown Told Operators. 

The air transport operators who 
had no mail contracts and the air 
mail contractors were accordingly 
invited to meet with the Postmas- 
ter-General on the 19th of May, 
1930. In opening the meeting I 
traced in detail the various legis- 
lative proceedings connected with 
the introduction and passage of 
the McNary-Watres Act, stressing 
the department’s efforts to pre- 
serve the provisions designed to 
prevent the abandonment of air 
passenger operations. 1 stated to 
the meeting the practical difficul- 
ties in the way of giving them re- 
lief under the provisions of law 
adopted in lieu of the authority to 
buy mail space by negotiation, al- 
though that language had been 
written into the act to assist the 
passenger carriers. I repeated to 
the meeting the suggestion made 
fore their relief by the subletting 
of operations from the air mail 
contractors, without approving the 
same, however, as I had serious 
misgivings with respect to its 
practicability and soundness. I in- 
vited the judgment of the opera- 
tors with respect to the plan sug- 
gested, and told them in a general 
way our ideas so far as they had 
been formulated for extending the 
air mail service throughout the 
country and invited their opinions 
as to what air mail and other air- 
craft operators in the language of 
the original proviso of the McNary- 
Watres bill had equities with re- 
spect to any of the routes then in 
existence or under consideration. 

Memorandum of Proceedings. 

I then turned the meeting over 
to the operators. Later in the day 
I was informed that they had re- 
cessed for the purpose of consult- 
ing their counsel and executives. 
Mr. Earl Wadsworth, superintend- 
ent of air mail, who was present at 


the meeting made a memorandum |. 


of the proceedings, as follows:

Richard Fitzgerald, 25-year-old 
machinist, ended his life Jan. 28 he- 
side the grave of his wife, Lucille. 
As the principal witness at the in- 
quest into his wife’s death, he said 
he had taken her to Mrs. Merrifield 
and paid $15 for the operation. 

Shortly before her death, Miss 
Summers signed a statement that 
Mrs. Merrifield performed an oper- 
ation-on her on Jan. 11. Peritonitis 
developed several days later. 

Ben Lichter told a Coroner’s jury 
that he called for his wife at Mrs. 
Merrifield’s home on Dec. 29, after 
he had advised against an op- 
eration, and that she said, “Well, 
I did it.” In her case peritonitis 
developed also. 

Lon Sloan testified at t€e inquest 
into his wife’s death that he had 
paid $15 to the midwife for the op- 
eration. Mrs. Merrifield was named 
also by Coroner’s juries investigat- 
ing the deaths of two East St. 
Louis women and a St. Charles 
woman. 

Mrs. Merrifield surrendered Jan. 
19 and was taken immediately to a 
hospital, seriously ill with erysipe- 
las. She furnished $15,000 bond. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Mc- 
Laughlin said she would be re- 
quired to furnish $5000 bond under 
each of the indictments.

Caldwell, accused of having 
forged an issue of Salina (Kan.) 
school bonds, faces a possible 41 to 
845-year penitentiary term. Finney 
last December pleaded guilty to 
similar bond forgery charges in a 
case involving Hutchinson bonds. 

In the trial the State attempted 
t6 establish that Caldwell had or- 
dered the bonds printed, that he 
had ordered seals which were used 
on them and that his handwriting 
was identical with the forged sig- 
natures of municipal officers ap- 
pearing on the bonds; 

Caldwell said he merely was an 
errand boy for Finney, that he 
signed no persgon’s name to any 
bonds, and that he did not know 
any forged bonds existed until after 
his arrest. 

W. W. Finney, Emporia banker 
and father of the broker, previously 
was convicted on embezzlement 
charges, and Tom B. Boyd, former 
State Treasurer, was convicted of 
illegal removal of bonds from the 
Treasury vault. 


EXPECTS FINAL SETTLEMENT 
OF PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE 


Quezon Makes Statement After See- 
ing Roosevelt; Law Likely 
to Be Modified. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Secre- 
tary of War Dern said today after 
a White House conference with 
Manuel Quezon that he thought the 
Quezon independence group would 
accept the Hawes-Cutting independ- 
ence law if given assurance that it 
would be modified.

“I found the administration most 
sympathetic to the national aspira- 
tions of the Philippine people, and 
very much interested in their ,wel- 
fare. I found the same attitude on 
the part of leaders of both houses 
of Congress. I am hopeful, there- 
| fore, that during this administra- 
' tion the question 4. Philippine in- 

dependence will be‘settled definite- 
ly and in a manner satisfactory to 
both .the people of the United 
States and the Philippine Islands.

made arguments. Dewey 8S. God- 
frey, counsel for the Rock Springs 
Taxpayers’ Association, which was 
formed to oppose the plan, assert- 
ed 90 per cent of those present 
ere against it. > 
"elven Skinker and Kingshigh- 
way would follow a narrow strip of 
Forest Park, adjoining Oakland 
avenue. Between Kingshighway 
and Vandeventer it would use @ 
half-block of land, variously on the 
south and north sides of Papin 
street and the south side of Gra- 
tiot street. The State Highway 
Commission has agreed to pay the 
$1,000,000 construction cost with 
PWA funds. The city proposes to 
furnish the right-of-way, paying for 
_ property east of Kingshighway with 
1923 bond money. It has obtained 
options on more than 100 of the 135 
pieces needed. The highway would 
be depressed, passing under streets 
from Kingshighway east. There 
would be no benefit taxes for the 
‘improvement. 

Scott Wilson, chairman of the 
State Highway Commission, and P. 
H. Danielis, division engineer, told 
the committee this route was the 
best plan for spending PWA high- 
way funds here. They pointed out 
that the PWA required work to be 
started by July 1, and that local 
labor would be used in construc- 
tion. : 

Godfrey asserted many persons 
would be forced to leave the dis- 
trict because of the removal of 
homes for the highway, with the ef- 
fect of running an Evangelical and 
two Catholic parishes. He described 
the depressed road way as a 
“ditch,” and deniéd that the plan 
would be beneficial to St. Louisans, 
saying it would be of value only to 
suburban residents. 

August Beck, president of the 
Rock Springs Taxpayers’ Associu- 
tion, declared the highway would 
destroy from 30 to 70 acres of For- 
est Park and, according to the en- 
gineer of the City Plan Commis- 
sion, would be excessive in cost. 

The Rev. F. J. Hollweck, pastor 
of St. Bernard’s Catholic Church, 
Hawk avenue and Gratiot street, 
and the Rev. Carl Pleger, pastor of 
Emmaus Evangelical Church, Tow- 
er Grove and Chouteau avenues, 
insisted: the highway would ruin 
their churches by driving many 
members out of the district. Father 
Holweck asserted property owners 
had signed the city options  be- 
cause they had spent so much in 
benefit taxes for: adjacent street 
widenings that they could not af- 
ford to fight this plan in court. 

A resolution from the Manches- 
ter-Chouteau Association was pre- 
sented. It contended the purchas- 
ing power of 600 persons who 
might move from the néigh-: 
borhood would be !nst to merchants 
there; that the city would lose $13,- 
700 a yeer in taxes on property to 
be taken; that much of the high- 
way traffic would be cattle trucks 
and that surroundings of the high- 
way could not be made an attrac- 
tive park because of gas from mo- 
tor traffic. 

One opponent asserted the city 
would not propose such a highway 
on the Lindell drive side of Forest 
Park. Another questioned whether 
it was wise to provide a means like 
this for through traffic to avoid 
the business district. A representa- 
tive of a North Side taxpayers’ 
group questioned the city’s right to 
use bond funds for this purpose. 

F. A. Eggleston, 3986 Gratiot 
street, said William C. Doerr, city 
right-of-way agent, induced him to 
accept a $2700 option for a house 
which cost $4500 by saying he 
would get only $1500 if it were con- 
demned. Doerr denied this, declar- 
ing Eggleston had volunteered to 
sign the option and had suggested 
the $2700 price. 

Among speakers advocating the 
highway as a desirable and neces- 
sary city improvement were: 
Charles H. Diel, Progress Council; 
J. H,. Porter, former member of the 
State Public Service Commission, 
representing the Joint Council of 
Associated Engineering Societies; 
Thomas’ E. Fitzgibbons, 4028 
Gratiot, representing an estate own- 
ing two flats on that street; Elmer 
B. Klein, Federation of Improve- 
ment Associations; A. W. Lawson, 
president of West End Business 
Men's Association, and Joseph C. 
Swarthout, 6101 West Park avenue, 
Twenty-fourth Ward Home Owners’ 
Association. , 

Diel, describing the highway as 
essential for handling traffic, said 
$850,000 would be spent on labor 
for it and lanscaping would make 
it attractive. Porter said engineers 
regarded this as the accepted mod- 
ern plans for a main traffic artery. 
Fitzgibbons, who thought the neigh- 
borhood ought not mind passing 
cattle trucks since it already had 
packing house odors, and Swarthout 
both said the region would have to

Questioned about the company’s 
financial condition, Arthur B. 


Schneithorst, president, said the 
company was in financial trouble 
at the time of the death of Edward 
A. Benishein 1931, but that never- 


theless he was surprised at the 
bankruptcy action. 

“Didn't you know the company 
was broke?” he was asked. “I knew 
we had been having tough times 
off and on for 15 years and condi- 
tions weren't getting any better,’ 
he replied. “We got hopeful when 
beer came back, but it just seemed 
to work against us. Sales were fall- 
ing off. and people were kicking 
about high prices.” 

Schneithorst said under question- 
ing that his salary was $180 a week 
and that only about $300. remained 
undrawn by him when the bank- 
ruptcy petition was filed. George 
Zollmann, a produce merchant and 
treasurer of the restaurant compa- 
ny, said his salary was about $4000 
a year, although he devoted only a 
few hours a day co the business. 
Benish’s widow drew $2400 a year 
as vice-president, he said, adding 
in response to a question that she 
had no specific duties but “figured 
she could bring in business under 
the Benish name.” 

The four Benish restaurants 
“prought $14,795 at a receiver’s sale 
recently. The company’s bank- 
ruptcy schedules listed liabilities of 
$62,586 and valued assets at $140,- 
282, including insurance policies of 
a face value of $115,000. 


10 Quarts Injected in 13 Transfu- 
‘sions as Doctors Fight Rare 
Malady in Chicago. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 16.—Physicians 
were confronted with a rare mal- 
ady today — thrombo cytopenic 
purpura—an affliction which has 


caused a 30-year-old telephone op- 
erator to lose nearly nihe quarts 
of blood. 

Eight days ago 
Siers appeared to be suffering 
from, an ordinary cold. Suddenly, 
her nose began to bieed. Within 
two days, the bleeding spread to 
her mouth, ears and eyes and has 
continued since, despite the efforts 
of physicians at Holy Cross Hos- 
pital. During this time, 10 quarts 
of blood have been injected into 
her veins in 13 transfusions. 
Dr. Charles McKenna says the 
bleeding takes place through the 
walls of the more fragile blood 
vessels, because of a deficiency of 
platelets in the blood stream. 
Platelets are tiny: disks which 
cause corpuscles to coagulate at 
points where the blood vessels are 
punctured. In healthy blood, Dr. 
McKenna says, 250,000 per cubic 
centimeter is the normal count. In 
Miss Siers’ blood, the count is only 
40,000. 
The cause of the disease, the phy- 
sician says, is unknown, and the 
only known treatment is transfu- 
sions in the hope that the healthy 
blood will build up the count.

will finish—on paper, 


About 4 a. m., just when you 
have tried to figure how many 
pounds to allow in a three-quar- 
ters race to a horse that beat an- 
‘other entry one Iength in a mile, 
but with six pounds more weight 
up, you will feel a bit baimy. But 
don’t give up. Keep at it. You'll 
have them all ready by post time 
of the second race, at least.

Gentlemen :—On June 21, 
1933, the railroad managers and 
the Railroad Labor Board ex- 
ecutives entered into an agree- 
ment under which the arrange- 
ment by which 10 per cent is 
being deducted from the pay 
checks of railroad employes 
was extended from Oct. 31, 1933, 
until June 30, 1934, and under 
which the date on which either 
party could submit a notice in 
accordance with the provisions 
of the Railway Labor Act, in- 
dicating ‘a desire to change the 
basic rates of pay, was extend- 
ed from June 15, 1933, to Feb. 
15, 1934. 

It was stated that this agree- 
ment had been reached because 
both the railroads and the em- 
ployes wished to do nothing 
which would in any way embar- 
rass or threaten. the policy of 
the administration; that they 
realized that the Government 
was embarked upon a wholly 
new policy designed to promote 
business and industrial activity 
and to further the general wel- 
fare; that they appreciated 
that until the results of this 
policy could be more clearly 
determined, it would be diffi- 
cult to deal wisely with the 
wage controversy; and thatthe 
active prosecution of such a 
controversy at that time might 
have a most disturbing and un- 
settling effect.

The traffic of the 
railroads is improving, but 
their financial condition is still 
impaired and their credit has 
not yet been restored so far as 
private capital is concerned. 
Under present conditions the 
prosecution of a bitter contro- 
versy between the railroads and 
their employes over wages 
would have a most disturbing 
influence, and I am further 
convinced that conditions are 
not yet sufficiently stable to 
permit of a wise determination 
of what the wages should be 
for the future. 

In the circumstances I ven- 
ture to express the hope that 
the railroads and their em- 
ployes may be able to agree up- 
on an extension of the pres- 
ent agreement for at least six 
months. I am confident that 
such an extension would be of 
advantage to those directly con- 
cerned; and also to the entire 
country.

Senate Committee Favor- 
ably Reports on Nebras- 
kan’s Proposed Constitu- 

- tional Amendment.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. — The 
Senate Judiciary Committee today 
amended and favorably reported 
the Norris proposal for a constitu- 
tional’ amendment to abolish the 
electoral college, to permit inde 
pendent candidates without funds 
to have their names placed on the 
presidential ballot, and to prevent 
throwing elections into the House. 

As amended, the proposal retains 
the State as the unit and provides 
that a candidate for President re- 
ceiving a plurality of tke direct 
vote of the people in that State 
shall receive the number of “presi- 
dential” (electoral) votes to which 
the State is entitled. 

“In effect,” said the committee 
report, “this is no change from 
present conditions, except that it 
does away with the presidental elec- 
tors.” 

As originally offered, the reso- 
lution would have credited each 
candidate with that part of the 
State’s electoral vote in proportion 
to the total vote cast. This would 
have been an outright popular elec- 
tion of a President. 

To prevent deadlocks from forc- 
ing the election into the House,-the 
amendment provides the person 
having the highest number of presi- 
dential votes shall be the President 
if that number constitutes 35. per 
cent or more of the total presiden- 
tial votes. - 

“In this respect,” said the com- 
mittee, “it is a change from ex- 
isting law which reqyires- a ma- 
jority of the votes and, if no per- 
son receives a majority, the elec- 
tion is thrown into the House of 
Representatives.”

—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has proposed a con- 
tinuation of the existing railroad 
wage agreement for six months as 
the carriers demande’ an increase 
in the pay cuts from the. present 10 
per cent to 15 per cent. 

“Under ‘present conditions the 
prosecution of a bitte: controversy 
between the railroads and their em- 
ployes over wages,” said the Presi- 
dent, “would have a most disturb- 
ing influence, and I am further con- 
vinced that conditions are not yet 
sufficiently stable to permit a wise 
determination of whut the wages 
should be for the future.” 

The proposal was made as the 
companies gave notice that they 
would seek a further reduction in 
wages, from the 10 per cent of the 
basic scale, now in effect, to 15 per 
cent. 

The present wage agreement ex- 
pires on July 1. Yesterday was the 
last day, under the agreement, when 
notice for a change could be served. 

The President’s proposal was con- 
tained in a letter dated Feb. 14, ad- 
dressed to the Conference Commit- 
tee of Managers and the Railway 
Labor Executives Association.

“Railway labor is not disposed to 
continue to assume that burden.” 

Asserting that railroads had ben- 
efited by the repeal of the recap- 
ture clause, an increase in rates 
and a public fund of more than a 
billion dollars, Whitney said it was 
“about time that this industry was 
compelled to put its house in order 
so that it can fulfill its responsibil- 
ity to aid in a revival of business 
and discontinue the exploitation of 
its employes.”

Leader Says Kansas City Southern

KANSAS CITY, Mo. Feb. 16.—

FRANGE SAYS HITLER 
VIDLATES ARMS PACT 


Paris“ Reply to Berlin Alleges 
Reich Has Exceeded Mili- 
tary Force Provisions.

PARIS, Feb. 16. 16__Chancellor Hit- 


ler has already rearmed Germany, 
the French Government charges in 
a firm note just made public, which 
virtually closes the door to further 
arms talks between them. 

The French, officially for the first 
time, stated the Reich had rearmed 
beyond treaty provisions, which 
“can no longer be taken as a basis 
of disarmament discussions.” 

The note, replying to Hitler’s 
memorandum of Jan. 19, expressed 
“astonishment” at Germany’s arms 
attitude, said bilateral negotiations 
were useless on a basis of “rearma- 
ment.” 

France is willing, it said, how- 
ever, to discuss “disarmament.” 

Thus the latest exchange in the 
long series of efforts to get togeth- 
er apparently only widened the al- 
ready great breach between the 
two over Germany’s demands for 
300,000 troops and defensive equip- 
ment. 

In a note of Jan. 19, Berlin said 
France’s stand seemed to offer no 
practical possibilities of general 
disarmament and that she was dis- 
criminated against in regard to de- 
fensive strength. It denied Ger- 
many wanted to build up arma- 
ments, but dded that other coun- 
tries would:inot reduce their fight- 
ing equipment and Germany should 
have some methods of defense.

Statements of this kind have. been 
subjects for unending discussion fér un- 
numbered years. As in so many discus- 
sions, the trouble is simply that the two 
disputants are talking about different 
things. 

Most common. words have more than 
one meaning; some have dozens. Any 
page of a dictionary will show this. In 
this instance, a sensation is confused 
with its physical caus-. “Sound” is eith- 
er a physiological sensation or a physi- 
cal wave, generally in air. Mr. Brisbane 
is talking about the former; of course, 
there can be no sensation where no 
sense organ is present. 

But this is not, today, the most fa- 
miliar meaning of the word. When we 

' speak of “the speed of sound,” we mean, 
not a sensation, but the disturbance, in 
the ait, that produces it. What has been 
said applies also to light. In the sense 
that an eclipse is a sensation caused by 
light impinging on the eye, of course it 
does not exist where no eye is; but the 
rays of the sun and their obstruction

Lauds Coke as a Fuel. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


F OR the past three years, I have bepn 
burning coke with much success. Fie- 
fore burning coke, I bought a good gra@e 
of coal, but did not get as good results 
as from coke.

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baleful influence of those who seek to create senti- 
ment for the production of war munitions so they 
may make greater profits.” 
The history of the munitions industry bears out 
this view. Armament manufacture enriched the 
French and Swedish nobles who engaged in it in 
the 1700s. With the coming of capitalist production, 
it developed or contributed largely to some of the 
great fortunes of the world, including those of the 
Nobel, Ehrhardt, Zaharoff, Krupp, Vickers, Carnegie, 
Schwab and Skoda families. 

The will to profit in the production of armaments 
has never permitted oon to stand in its way. 
The munitions maker, the grasping Undershaft, 
with whom George Bernard Shaw typified this par. 
ticular industrialist, has always been willing’ to sell 
to any buyer: “To aristocrats and republicans, to 
capitalist and Socialist, to Nihilist and Czar... to 
black man, white man and yellow man, to all sorts 
and conditions, all nationalities, all faiths, all follies, 
all causes and all crimes.” 

Striking proof of this was produced by the World 
War. The battle of Jutland was between the British 
and German fleets, but German-made armor plate, 
produced at the Krupp works, fought on both sides. 
The English were turned back so disastrously by the 
Turks in the Dardanelles campaign largely by artil- 
lery made in England and sold to Turkey. Thou- 
sands of German soldiers died from hand grenades 
manufactured in Germany for the French army. 
American concerns have likewise sold to countries 
which the United States has opposed in war. 

A recent issue of the Living Age quotes the manag: 
ing director of the Hawker Aircraft Co., shoved ge 
ufacturers of bombing planes, as saying frankly that 
the question is not moral or patriotic, but only one 
of “open competition.” The only concession he makes 
to his flag and his crown is that while other coun: 
tries may have the same fighting machines as En- 
gland, “we always have something in hand, for ex- 
perimental work is not allowed to leave this country.” 
Whether it is necessary to build up our arma- 
ments, it is most certainly unnecessary further to en- 
rich a few munitions and armor plate makers in the 
doing. The American people have the Shearer case 
to show them what the armament interests will at- 
tempt to preserve their means to exorbitant profits. 
A searching congressional investigation is just the 
safeguard which is needed. 
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THE THINNEST YET. 


We have seen some pretty thin reasons advanced 
as to why income tax returns and payment of high 
salaries in quasi-public offices should be shrouded in 
secrecy, but the Boston Evening Transcript has just 
reported the thinnest. Testifying before the Massa- 
chusetts legislative committee on insurance, the at- 
torney for an insurance company organization ad- 
vised against the publication of the salaries of highly 
paid officials of insurance companies because such 
information would create “a list for racketeers and 
kidnapers.” ¢

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TEACHERS’ PAY AND THE REAL ESTATE EXCHANGE. 


We observe that the Real Estate Exchange, which is 
furnishing the only organized opposition to retention 
of the 85-cent school tax at next Tuesday’s election, 
is attempting to make capital out of what it terms 
the high salaries being paid to school teachers. If 
is horrified, for example, to find that 60 per cent of 
our teachers receive between $243 and $274.50 a month. 
This scale, to be sure, is considerably higher than 
the Blue Eagle minimum of $15 per week. It is also 
tremendously lower than the $100,000 a year given 
Banker Wiggin after he retired from the chairman- 
ship of the Chase Bank; it is a mere bagatelle com- 
pared with the million-dollar bonuses taken by some 
of our industrialists, like Mr. Grace of Bethlehem 
Steel. In short, it is good living pay—no more, no 
less—for a type of work of immense importance. 
No one ever, got rich on the salary of a school 
teacher; in fact, in pre-depression days, it was one 
of the standing reproaches to our society that, while 
princely salaries were paid to all sorts of persons ° 
who contribute nothing to our civilization, teachers 
are notoriously underpaid. Speeches and magazine 
articles by the hundred have been devoted to an at- 
tempt to remedy the condition; lest our schools no 
longer attract competent and worthy teachers. 
Further, the Real Estate Exchange apparently has 
not heard that it is the universal verdict of econ- 
omists that we can get out of this depression only 
by raising wages and salaries, rather than by low- 
ering them. It is a view also shared by industrial- 
ists. Did the exchange hear Mr. Ford the other day, 
when, in announcing a wage increase, he said it is 
a losing proposition to run a business on low wages?

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THE AIR MAIL CLEAN-UP PROCEEDS. 

The business of cleaning up the air mail mess goes 
inexorably aliead. The Senate has convicted William 
P. MacCracken and L. H. Brittin, two of the princl- 
pals in the air mail scandal who withheld official pa- 
pers from an investigating committee. 

To the public, the fact that they concealed records 
was a sufficient confession of guilt. The defendants 
got nowhere in attacking the legality of the statute 
under which the Senate acted, a statute upheld in 
several Supreme Court decisions. Certainly Harry 
Sinclair, who served three months in jail in 1929 
for refusal to answer questions in a Senate inquiry, 
can assure the air mail men that the law means 
what it says. 
Another important step in the clean-up is Post- 
master-General Farley’s statement giving the reasons 
for canceling the contracts. As proof of his author- 
ity for taking this drastic step, Mr. Farley cites the 
Federal act of 1872, which provides for annulling 
eontracts for carrying the mail if any agreement has 
been made to prevent open bidding. This law was 
used also after the notorious star @oute frauds were 
exposed in 1883, and is just as-effective for dealing 
with airplané transport as with horses and wagons. 
Mr. Farley tells of the “spoils conferences” of 1930, 
when the air mail map was divided by the leading 
operators, as shown by the minutes of the meetings. 
He relates the consequences of the now repudiated 
system: award of contracts “by connivance and agree- 
ment”; wild stock promotions resulting in huge prof- 
its to promoters; forcing of smaller lines out of busi- 
ness; award of contract by “extensions” rather than 
by bids; excess payments of the taxpayers’ money to- 
taling $46,800,000 in three and a half years. Mr. Far- 
ley further bulwarks his decision by citing the ap- 
proval of the Attorney-General. 
The Postmaster-General has been severely criticised 
in the past for his patronage activities, and his role 
as political agent of the administration. In his action 
on the air mail contracts and in the present state- 
ment, Mr. Farley appears in a better light. We have 
too many subsidies, and no greater service can be 
rendered than to show how they are fastened upon 
the taxpayers’ backs. 
The Government shows every intention of fair deal- 
ing, as in promising further investigation to the one 
firm that appears innocent of collusion. Former 
Postmaster-General Brown, always privileged to 
waive immunity and testify voluntarily, has finally 
decided to do so. Meanwhile, civil aviation will not 
suffer by transfer of the air mail business to con- 
tractors not involved in the seandal, which apparent- 
ly is the ultimate aim. Rather, aviation and com- 
munication should be the gainers. The people are 
heartened again by this fresh demonstration of the 
New Deal’s determination to purify government.

DEMOBILIZING THE CWA. 
Harry L. Hopkins, Civil Works and Relief Admin- 
istrator, has begun. demobilizing the CWA, and the 
last of the 4,000,000 employes will be let out May 1. 
The CWA was devised to reduce unemployment 
while the public works program was getting under 
way. Public works could not be too hastily started. 
In a majority of cases, the states and other political 
units had to issue bonds before they could join with 
the PWA in public works. This is the situation in 
Missouri, as it is the situation in the City of St. 
Louis. Both the State and the city have public works 
projeéts in which the Government is to participate, 
and both have yet to vote bonds to this end.. The 
votes will be taken May 15. 
The Federal Government made an outlay of $400,- 
000,000 for the CWA, and this was exhausted last 
Saturday. Subsequent expenditures will be made, 
from the $950,000,000 voted by Congress this month. 
The CWA has been nothing short of a historic 
incident, one of the rare occasions when a govern- 
ment has felt responsibility for its unemployed and. 
actually gone to their relief. If the recovery program 
succeeds, next winter should find the situation great- 
ly improved. Meanwhile, if what has happened does 
not have the effect of making this a permanent re- 
sort of the Government in times of distress, one of 
the finest examples of governmental beneficence will 
be lost upon us. : 
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LACLEDE AND THE COMMISSION. 

While sharply criticising Laclede Gas Light. Co.’s 
fiseal policies, the Public Service Commission has au- 
thorized it to seek a five-year extension of a $10,- 
000,000 bond issue, which matures April 1. The com- 
mission felt that foreclosure proceedings, as pro- 
vided in the mortgage, would not minister to the best 
interest of all parties concerned. 

It is now for the bondholders to say whether or 
not the extension shall be granted. They know that 
the company made no plans to retire the bonds April 
1 and, to all appearances, hdd no intention of paying 
off the debt. The bondholders know that the com- 
pany has been paying out large sums to its holding 
company and to common stockholders, while setting 
aside nothing for the bonds. They know that, even 
in the year 1933, on the eve of maturity, Laclede paid |. 
to common stockholders a dividend of $642,000. 
We do not wish to dispute the commission’s op- 
position to foreclosure proceedings at this time, ex- 
cept to make the point that its decision is a con- 
tradictory one.

Congress and the Tariff 


From the Tezas Weekly. 


D URING nearly a year of feverish leg- 
islative activity and unprecedented 
change under a Democratic administration, 
with a clear Democratic majority in both 
houses, Congress has made no move to do 
anything about the tariff, and its temper 

is such that the Democratic President has 

to handle such questions as that of recip- ay 
rocal tariff treaties with gloves in order 
not to rub its fur the wrong way. 

The New York Times says: “The Presi- 
dent is represented as more determined this 
time to obtain from Congress authority to 
go out and trade for some more markets for 
American products on the basis of mutual 
tariff conces@ions.. The reciprocal tariff 
principle fits in with the foreign trade plan 
now being workéd out by George N. Peek, 
special assistant to the President.” 

All of which indicates that the President, 
in any event, has no intention of following 
a policy of economic nationalism. On the 
contrary, the attitude is. one which  |ooks 
definitely in the direction of internationa 
economic co-operation. There are other 
signs which indicate we may shortly find | 
ourselves moving again in that direction. 

That an international agreement on cur 
rency and exchange is the ultimate objec 
tive of the administration seems reasonably 
ceftain. And the amendment which admin- 
istration leaders tacked on the bill prohibit- 
ing debt-defaulting nations from borrowing 
in this country, and which provides that the 
prohibition is not to apply to funding set 
tlements made in the future, would ind 
cate that there is some hope even of work- 
ing out a séttlement of the vexed question 
of war debts. Indeed, we may yet hear that 
the international conference is to be reco 
vened this time with bright hopes of success. 
Any program which does not include 
restoration of international commerce must 
be regarded as incomplete, so far as the 
South is concerned. It is true with respect 
to the restoration of national prosperity. 


Central Europe 


HE break-up of an established political 
T organization is necessarily followed by a | 
long period of political disturbance. For 
generations, thé Austro-Hungarian Empire 
was the political organization of the peoples 
of the Danube Valley. It became antiquated 
and could not reform itself to satisfy the 
national aspirations of the people over which 
it ruled. But it existed a long time. It ex- 
isted as long as it did, though it was badly 
governed, because it served a basic need of 
the people of the region. Within the boun- 
daries of the Hapsburg realm there was an 
area of free trade large enough to provide 

a tolerable existence. 

In 1918, .Austria-Hungary collapsed, was 
dismembered and the subject peoples won 
their independence. The peace treaties con- 
firmed what their rebellion had won, though, 


\ 

Then the world depression settled upon 
Central Europe, and what had been a prob- 
lem to be discussed academically and played 
with by diplomats became an acute crisis, 
which has its center in Austria but its vital 
impact in every quarter of Europe. 

For the people of the Danube Valley, 
there would appear to be three ways they 
can go. They can be conquered and be 
rnled from Berlin. They can pass through 
a period of social disintegration, ending no 
Man can say in what. They can form a 
federal union which is strong enough to pro- 
tect their independence and is large enough 
to give them an economic existence. 

It is only the third way that offers sub- 
stantial promise for the future. A conquest 
by Berlin, no matter what its form or how 
it is disguised, can never produce order and 
prosperity. The recently liberated peoples 
will not surrender the independence they 
fought for and won; France, Italy and Rus- 
sia will never assent to such an aggrandize- 

‘ment of Germany. A general social collapse 
could not be endured very long.

Theirs has been the chief responsi- 
bility for preventing a solution which would 
have averted the tragic events now happen- 
ing in Austria and the incalculable dangers 
that threaten the whole of post-war Eu- 
rope. Theirs is not the chief responsibility 
for finding a solution. Conceivably, it is 
too soon to say that it is too late. 

The naked truth has now been made plain 
to the French and the Italian ments. 
They must realize at last that their common 
interests in Central Europe transcend all 
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Far-sighted statesmen, like Benes of 
Czecho-Slovakia, have from the first rec- 
ognized that the only hope—the only way 
to combine political independence with eco- 
nomical survival—was to re-establish an, eco- 
nomic union.

A huge mural, depicting social 
unrest, has been placed on a court- 
room wall of the old Courthouse 
Broadway and Market street, 
Joe Jones, young St. Louis artist, 
and members of his art class there, 
many of whom are Negroes. 

Jones, after a dispute with the St. 
Louis Art League, which has had/ 
the use of the Courthouse for art 
exhibitions since the new Civil 
Courthouse was constructed, ob- 
tained permission of city officials 
to use one room of the building for 
his art class, which is free. The 
mural is on wallboard which has 
been placed against one wall, and is 
not part of the structure. 

With the mural, Jones, who is on 
the CWA payroll, is exhibiting a 
collection of Soviet posters and 
prints of Soviet art, donated to his 
class by a Kansas City dentist. 
“Communist propxuganda—here, and 


there,” Jones explains. 
Jones thinks his picture, a river 


panel mural in the country. It is 
37 feet long and 16 feet high, occu- 
pying the entire east wall of a sec- 
ond floor courtroom over which 
Circuit Judge Landwehr was the 
last to preside. 

It pictures a group of Negroes, in 
the lower left corner, standing be- 
fore a pawnshop that displays the 
Blue Eagle and enviously regarding 
two stevedores who are loading a 
river packet. A doorway that once 
led to the Judge’s chambers inter- 
rupts the composition, which is re- 
sumed, at the right of the door, 
with an unattached paddle wheel 
of a boat bound upstream. Next to 
it is a Negro baptism, with white- 
robed figures standing waist deep 
in the river, and another group 
awaiting its turn on the levee. 


Men on Box Cars. 

This group blends into: another 
which surrounds a sqgap box orator. 
Its members carry signs such as 
those that have been seen in Com- 
munist parades here: “Save the 
Scottsboro Boys!" “Hands Off 
Cuba!” “Down With Fascism!” and 
“Don’t Starve, Fight!” 

The theme returns then to the 
upper left corner, where a freight 
train is passing cn the elevated 
tracks along the levee. Men cling 
to the tops and sides of the cars, 
bound for a demonstration in 
Washington. They carry placards 
demanding old-age pensions and 
the soldiers’ bonus. | 

The pawnshop with idlers in 
front of it, the figures of only two 
workers in the whele composition, 
are clear enough, Jones thinks. The 
baptismal group represents his con- 
ception of religion as an opiate; the 
group of agitators, the natural evo-. 
lution of discontent which cannot 
be appeased by religion. 

Sketches for the mural were 
made during Jones’ hours as a 
CWA artist, but its execution ‘was 
made possible by contributions of 
friends who sponsor his art class. 
He spent about three weeks on the 
sketches and another three on the 
mural itself, working as late as 2 
a.m. Seven of his pupils, five of 
them Negroes, assisted in the work. 
Their part was to outline certain 
sections of the picture in charcoal 
from Jones’ scale drawings. A 
rether neat conceit, Jones thinks, 
that Negroes whose forebears were 
sol;l as slaves at the Courthouse 
should find there the ultimate in 
freedom of artistic expression. 


Wants Objections. 

The picture is executed in pas- 
tels, not a very durable medium, 
but. the cheapest and quickest to 
apply. Every time the door shuts, 
Jones says, two pounds of chalk 
fall as dust from the picture, and 
if it remains presentable for four 
or five months he will be satis- 
fied. If objections cause its re- 
moval before that time, he will be 
more than pleased. 

If there are objections, they will 
not come from the St. Louis Art 
League, which shares use of thé 
Courthouse with Jones, and which 
already has engaged in unprofit- 
able controversy with the young 
artist. The League protested 
against the granting of space to 
him in the Courthouse, and its sec- 


retary, Frank E. A. Curley, has lit-| - 


tle use for the art of Jones and his 
followers. 
“I haven’t seen the mural,” Cur- 


ley said with acid dignity, thumb-| & 


ing his cropped beard, “and I have 
no intentfon of seeing it.

TEAGHIER FOR 06 YEARS,

Took School Job Here During 
Civil War;' Succumbs in 
Salt Lake City. 


Miss Fanny M. Bacon, who began 
teaching in the St. Louis publie 
schools during the Civil War and 
continued doing so for 56 years, 
ceasing only then because of ill 
health, died yesterday of infirmities 
at Salt Lake City, Utah.

It is best not to have the icing too 
thick, since it should be applied 
rather thinly. Brush each eclair 
lightly with icing. If a heavier icing 
is preferred, it may be applied with 
decorating tube. 


Cooked Salad Dressing.

It will not 
curdle and form lumps as easily as 
if over the direct fire.

It is very likely that cheese was 
man’s first “prepared” food. Its ori- 
gin is lost in antiquity, but tradi- 
tion tells us that we owe the dis- 
covery of cheese to the fact that 
an Arab herdsman carried his milk 
one day in a bag made .from the 
stomach of a young calf. At lunch 
time, he was sadly disappointed to 
find his milk separated into curds 
and whey. He tasted the curds and 
liked them and ever after Arabs 
and others have been making 


- cheese. 


Before a recipe for making 
cheese was discovered, the Arabs 
had to learn that it was something 
fin the stomach of the young calf 
which was responsible for turning 
milk into cheese. We now know 
that this substance is rennet and 
that the action is due to the pres- 
ence of rennin, an enzyme provid- 
ed by nature for the digestion of 
milk. s 

It is hard to talk about cheese 
because there are so many kinds 
and they vary in flavor, consisten- 
cy and nutritional value. The flav- 
or depends upon the ripening proc- 
ess used, as well as whether or not 
the cheese is made from whole c- 
skimmed milk, or cream, or from 
cow’s or goat’s milk. The con- 
sistency depends upon its content, 


‘whether or not most of the liq- 


uids are pressed out, and the 
length of ripening and kind of bac- 
teria or mold incorporated.in the 
ripening process. 
Classification of Cheese. 

Cheese, in general, is a concen- 
trated food. An exception ts the 
kind known as cottage cheese 
which is made from skimmed milk. 
If cream is added to cottage 
cheese, it too is a food high in 
calories. Cheese is classified as a 
building food. It contains nearly 
all the proteins of milk. Because 
of this fact, cheese should be used 
in menus in place of rather than 
combined with building foods. This 
does not mean that no meat, eggs, 
fish or milk can be served with 
cheese. Just do not use quite so 
much of these foods in the menu 
when cheese is added. Milk, al- 
though containing proteins, is not 
@ concentrated food and there is 
little likelihood that too much of 
it will be included. 

The minerals of cheese are impor- 
tant. The principal ones are cal- 
cium and phosphorus, the bone and 
tooth builders. The blood too, needs 
these minerals. They help to keep 
the blood neutral because they pro- 
duce alkaline reactions. Cheese is 
one of the few protein foods which 
are on the alkaline side. 

Menu Rules. ) 

These are the rules for using 
cheese: 

Add bulk to the menu because 
cheese is a highly concentrated 
food. Select as part of the meal 


‘the foods rich in fiber, such as 


bran, green leafy vegetables and 
fruits. 

Add some starchy or carbohy- 
drate foods. Cereals and the starchy 
vegetables are good with cheese. 

Reduce the other building or pro- 
tein foods according to the amount 
of cheese used. 

Follow these rules whether cheese 
is used in the main, salad or des-

Add a 
No. 2 can of cut-up Chinese vegeta- 
bles, one-half cup thinly sliced 
onions, and one cup chopped cel- 
ery. Heat thoroughly and serve 
with hot, dry rice. 

Chicken Chop Suey. 
Two cups shredded cook chicken. 
Three tablespoons butter. 
One cup shredded green pepper. 
One cup shredded onion. 
Two cups shredded celery and 
leaves.

Water Chestnut Salad. 

Mix together (for four persons) 
one cup thinly sliced water chest- 
nuts, one cup thinly sliced radishes, 
four green onions sliced with tops, 
three rings of green pepper, one 
cup cooked rice, and one cup thinly 
sliced dill pickle. Heap on a let- 
tuce leaf and garnish with sliced 
stuffed olives, bits of pimento or 
lychee nuts. Pour over this a sharp 
dressing made from lemon juice, oil 
(peanut if you have it), and season- 
ing, beaten briskly together. 


BANANA ICE CREAM

given the subject matter of my

HTS DEPRESSION LOM 


Only $7.37 of $9 Dividend 
Earned; Some Pick-up 
at Year’s End.

Net income of the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., declined in 
1933 to a new level tor the depres- 


sion, but some recovery occurred in 
the last four months of the year, 
according to the company’s annual 
report, released for publication to- 
dey. 

The company’s het income was 
$137,456,886, including $23,571,000 
paid as dividends by subsidiaries, 
but not earned by them. This was 
equal to $7.37 a share on the cap- 
ital stock, on which dividends have 
been maintained, since 1922, at the 
rate of $9 a share. In 1932 the com- 
pany’s net incorne was $145,906,908, 
or $7.82 a share. 

Treating the system as a whole, 
and including the $13,800,000 lost 
during the year by the West@n 
Electric Co., net income for’ the 
year was $5.38 a share, compared 
with $5.96 in 1932. In 1933, as in 
1932, the company dipped into sur- 
plus funds to maintain dividends. 
Out of surplus $3.04 a share was 
paid as dividends ir 1932 and $3.32 
in 1933. a 

During the first eight months of 
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1934

Before 
the agreement was signed, he said, 
the company, by spreading avail- 
able work, had kept 42,000 people 
on its payroll who would otherwise 
have been laid off.

The company has 681,000 stock- 
holders, Gifford reported, and no 
stockholder owns as much as one 
per cent of its stock, the average 
holding being 27 shares.

Funds; 107,000 Under 6 Years 


Unemployment Census Taken Last October 
Shows Economic Condition of Negroes in 
‘State Is Worse Than in Country as Whole.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—More 
than 313,000 Illinois children under 
16 years old, more than one-third 
of them of pre-school age, were in 
families receiving relief from pub- 
lic funds last. October. This was 
disclosed today when Federal Re 
lief Administrator Harry L. Hop- 
kins announced the results of ‘an 
unemployment relief survey made 
in Illinois last October. 
Of the total, 107,000 were six 
years old or less, while the remain- 
ing 206,000 were over six and un- 
der 16. Children constitute 38 per 
cent of the total number of per- 
sons on relief rolls in Iilinois. 


This proportion was 10 per cent 
greater than the 1930 census figure 
for the State, which showed that 
children made up 28 per cent of the 
total population. It is, however, less 
than the 42 per cent ratio of chil- 
dren to all persons on relief for the 
country as'a whole. — 

Unemployment Figures. 

The unemployment census, which 
was taken before the Civil Works 
program was inaugurated in No- 
vember, shows that unattached in- 
dividuals other than transients ac- 
counted for 17 per cent of the per- 
sons on relief rolls in Illinois, while 
this group made up 7 per cent of 
the population of the State in 1930. 
The national census showed that 
unattached individuals made up 17 
per cent of the relief total. 

Although Negro families in Mli- 
nois constitute only 4 per cent of 
the State’s population, they account 
for 16 per cent of the persons on 


‘. tion’s figures indicate that the 


economic condition of Negroes in 
Illinois is worse than in the coun- 
try as a whole. | 
The ratio of the percentage of Ne- 
groes on relief to Negroes in the 
population, which is four to one in 
Illinois, is only two to one in the 
country. 
Women Fare Worse Than Men. 
That women between the ages of 
25 an@ 34 have not fared as well as 
men of the same age group is indi- 
cated by the fact that women on 
relief in this group exceeded men 
by 16 per cent, while the numbers 
in the State’s population are ap- 
proximately equal. 
Persons 55 and over constitute 11 
per cent of the persons on relief in 
Illinois. For the country, this 
group accounts for nine per cent of 
those on relief and constitutes 
per cent of the total. population. 
Commenting some time ago on 


the fact that the number of aged/i 


persons on relief rolls is propor- 
tionately less than the number of 
such persons in the general popu- 
lation, Hopkins attributed it to sup- 
port from relatives and other indi- 
viduals rather than maintenance by 
institutions. He pointed out that 
many of the institutions which take 
care of the aged lack adequate 
funds. 

Proposal of Feeding in Schools. 

Hopkins has several times ex- 
pressed his concern for the plight 
of children in the depression and 
has in some cases provided funds 
for feeding children in the schools. 
However, he seems hesitant about 
adopting this as a permanent policy

RELEASING THE LAST 
OF WEATHER BALLOONS 


Scientists at Lambert Field 
Await New Stratosphere 
Wave Headed This Way. 


.An atmospheric wave of the sort 
which Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology metecrologists want to 
map was approaching St. Louis this 
morning as they neared the end of 
their supply of four-foot balloons 
to carry scientific instruments in- 
to the stratosphere. The balloons 
are being released at. Lambert-St. 
Louis Field. 

The low pressure area of the wave 
had reached Omaha, and Prof. C. 


G. Rossby and his research assist- 
ant, Chris Harmantas, expected at- 
mospheric conditions here to be- 
- “interesting” by mid-after- 
noon. Some time after noon they 
expected the southeast wind to 
shift to northwest, and they planned 
then to shorten the two-hour inter- 
val between balloons in order to 
have more detailed pictures of 
changes in the stratosphere at that 
time. At the two-hour interval, 
their last balloon would rise at 
7:43 this evening. 

The institute reported at Cam- 
bridge today the finding of the 
first balloon about two hours and 
45 minutes after it ascended at 
2:43 p. m. Tuesday. It was found 
in a field near Metropolis, Iil., 
about 140 miles southeast of - the 
airport, by Albert Eickholy, who 
notified the institute in order to 
collect the $5 reward and obtain a 
special case to ship the instruments 
to Cambridge. 

A 70-mile-an-hour wind at 10,000 
feet was carrying the balloon south- 
ea&Bt when it rose over the field. 
Rising at the rate of 250 meters 
a minute, the balloons were expect- 
ed to reach a height of more than 
18 miles in two hours. Another 
balloon was found Wednesday night 
on the farm of Riley Davidson, 70 
miles east of the airport. 

Lieut. H. B. Harris of the Mas- 
sachusetts National Guard is mak- 
ing periodical flights in a specially 
equipped airplane to record condi- 
tions to an altitude of 17,000 feet, 
while the balloons carry their 1%- 
ounce instrument cargo, recording 
altitude, temperature and humidity, 
several miles into the stratosphere. 
Such balloons have risen to a 
height of 22 miles. 

Operations, which began Tues- 
day afternoon when a wave over 
Northwest Territory started toward 
St. Louis, were slowed for a while 
Wednesday night when the wave 
véered east over the St. Lawrence 
Valley, but speeded up again with 
the appearance of the second wave 
touching St. Louis today. The 
scientists want to measure a varia- 
tion in che height at which - the 
stratosphere begins, which they be- 
lieve to accompany’ a wave in the 
lower atmosphere.

The wisdom of Japan should pre- 
ventithe war that is predicted. Rus- 
sia could be hurt, but not  con- 
quered, and her men are double, 
her resources 10 times the men and 
resources of Japan. Stalin is no 
feeble czar. He would sign no treaty 
not based on victory. 


John D. Rockefeller, whose ill- 
ness has worried his family for 
some months, has recovered and is 
on the way to his winter home, ac- 
companied by his son. 

Those who understand the work 
that Mr. Rockefeller has done for 
industry, science, health and knowl- 
edge will be glad to learn of his 
recovery and glad that he can 
travel in comfort, warm coat, fur 
gloves, flannel lined overshoes. 


All that is. not too much for a 
man far past 90 who has given to 
useful public purposes more money 
than any other ten men have ever 
given in the world’s history, $500,- 
(00,000 at least, to increase knowl- 
edge, promote science, protect pub- 
lic health. . 

And, more valuable to the human 
race than all the millions wisely 
given, is Mr. Rockefeller’s contri- 
bution to efficiency in industry, his 
demonstration that the public is 
best served by wide co-operation, 
not by wasteful, extravagant com- 
petition. 

What Mr. Rockefeller’s ascetic 
life has been, compared with that 
of “Coal Oil Johnny,” taking his 
bath in champagne, his industri 
methods of production and distri- 
bution have been compared with the 
wasteful competition that he found 
in every business when he left nis 
father’s little house in the Catskill 
Mountains and took his first step 
in the world’s business. 


By the way, you should remember 
that Mr. Rockefeller’s five part- 
ners, some 60 years ago, decided 
that he knew nothing about the oil 
business, and forced him to buy 
them out. They said he was nar- 
row-minded, in a business way, be- 
cause he “would not branch out.” 
Mr. Rockefeller, who told this 
Writer about it, has branched out 
since then. His tin cans are scat- 
tered from New Jersey to Tibet and 
China, from Seattle to Patagonia. 

It cost his five partners about 
$500,000,000,*among them, to decide 
that Mr. Rockefeller “knew nothing 
about the oil business.” 


Mr. James J. Johnston, who pro- 
motes fights and THINKS, came to 
call, bringing Primo Carnera, tall, 
Powerful Italian heavyweight cham- 
Pion of the world.

Next, let us assume that this 
same opponent has a good hand; 
either he can raise in spades over 
your heart overcall, or he can bid 
a minor suit. If he should bid at 
this point, you have really saved 
him a round of bidding because 
such constructive move says to his 
partner: “Though the opponent has 
kept the bidding open for you, I 
am bidding right now. Therefore 
my bid is very constructive; it is 
no mere chance giving device to 
keep the bidding open for you. Our 
kind opponent has already done 
«that. This bid of mine means that 
if that opponent had passed, I 
could almost, if not quite, have 
given you a jump and raise or 
jump response.” Under these same 
conditions, let us assume that your 
partner has four hearts (this. is

Observers in Many quarters are 
inclined to believe that the current 
unrest in Europe may result in fur- 
ther shifting in the governmental 
forms of the various nations, with 
some of the present ruling houses 
losing prestige or’ even thrones, 
while the ambitions.of pretenders 
may be gratified. They call atten- 
tion to the fact that prior fo the 
war there were 18 ménarchies and 
three republics in Europe, and that 
the change to the present nine mon- 
archies and il republics was the 
outcome of irritation at the results 
of the war. The masses of the peo- 
ple have never been unduly ‘exer- 
cised over who ruled them éxcept 
when things went wrong, being 
chiefly desirous of being left alone 
to gain a living. Underneath, also, 
they have always been imbued with 
a strong sentiment toward royalty, 
and it is to be noted that even wher 
in exile royalty usually is cared for 
by its former subjects. And the 
peasantry generally gets pretty en- 
thusiastic about a restoration, as 
witness the Stuarts in England and 
the Bourbons in France.

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That Help Remove 
Cinders From Eye 


By Dr. lago Galdston 


NDOUBTEDLY,. one of the 

most common of all eye acci- 

dents is that of being invaded 
by a cinder. 

Part of the reason for this is that 
the protective mechanism of the 
eye works too fast, and to the suf- 
ferer’s disadvantage, for no sooner 
is the cinder in the eye than the 
lids close tightly and the®victim is 
driven by instinct to rub the eye. 

However, instinct or no instinct, 
this is the wrong thing to do. —or 
to shut the eye tightly and to rub 
it vigorously is apt to cause the 
speck or cinder to become fixed to 
either the eyeball surface or to the 
eyelid. 

Furthermore, should the foreign 
body have sharp edges, rubbing will 
cause it to lacerate the eye tissues, 
thus exposing the eye to infection 
of various kinds. 

Once a cinder has entered the 
eye, there are several simple steps 
to be gone through in an effort to 
dislodge it. 

The first thing to do is to take 
hold of the eyelashes and by pull- 
ing on them draw the lids away 
from the eyeball. Since tears will 
naturally start flowing as soon as 
the eye is irritated, drawing the 
eyelids away from the eyeball cre- 
ates a space in which the tears 
may accumulate and wash away 
the offending particle. 

If this does not clear the eye,of 
the speck, eyelids:may be pried 
apart by use of the fore finger and 
thumb and the exposed surfaces in- 
spected carefully for the foreign 
body. 

If seen, an attempt should be 
made to remove the cinder or other 
object, using the corner of a clean 
kerchief or preferably a cotton 
swab made by rolling a bit of cot- 
ton on the end of a matchstick. 
Moistening the swab will facilitate 
the rernoval of the particle.. 

A good practice in this connection 
is forceful blowing of the nose, 
Running from the inside corner of 
each eye are two little teat ducts 
which lead into the nose. Blowing 
of the nose promotes tear drainage

Answer: I

Ideally the paper should 
be as much like an orange blossom 
petal as possible in color and tex- 
ture. ‘Between choosing no en- 
velope or two, the saving in ex- 
pense is not so great as may be 
imagined, since when no enclosing 
envelope is used the \paper must 
be especially good (expensive) be- 
cause postoffice handling is very 
much harder on this form of in- 
vitation than it is on an invitation 
protected by two envelopes. 


Dear Mrs. Post:. I have noticed 
repeatedly that you consider a veil 
almost an essential p of the 
wedding ceremony.
